torl'^us and destroyed a social system 
of great antiquity. 

Feudallem fell at a time when many 
believed it deatlmid to perpetual life. 
It s'SH M. Necker who, two yean be¬ 
fore the fall of the Bastile congiw. 
tulated France on the prosporc ua out¬ 
look ond the complete suppresaion of 
axliatlon and dlacontent. 

The third estate, constituted of 
manufacturers, traders and merchants, 
came into power, using ^every weapon 
to which it could uppeal. It destroyed 
the provincial tariffs, raxed the walls 
of the cities and tore the chains from 
the rivers and the harbors, freed the 
peasants from their feuds and modi¬ 
fied the old religious forms and privl- 
Icgee, which Indeed for a Ume seemed 
to be utterly annihilated. 

The class which Is today dominant 
tn civilised pociety and which does not 
hasiiate to chSrgn ska Soclahats with 
l^lng hOeUle to relt^on Is the very 
claas that In 17S8 enthroned the “Ood

Ulog Into labor onions In England and 
France—olaselo lands of Uberty and 
frktemlty. The aymbohsm of onr fra¬ 
ternal soeletlea with their grips and 
their pass words have oome ffom the 
days when the working class were 
driven to hold their meetings npon 
the sands of the cea or tn the oaves 
and the srooda, where by threets and 
penalties they endeavoi^ to eniola 
seoreoy npon their members In thetr 
hard and def^pei'ate straggle to main¬ 
tain and raise thetr standard of Ufa 

In the early nineteenth century in 
western Enrope and the United Smtea 
the oapttailsts were In undisputed con¬ 
trol of government and assumed a 
dominant industrial position. This In¬ 
dustrial system, based upon proflta 
required a constant extension and 
broadening of marketa The prooees 
of oonqoering add taking poeeeesion 
of the markets of the world began, 
and tn 100 yeera tn the name of oom- 
merca frei^om of trade and laiaees 
falra it hes swept esUe boundailee, 
tom doom the most ancient and aa- 
cred traditions and custome and revo¬ 
lutionised phUoeophy, ethloa and Utcr- 
atnra aa it has the mechanioaJ meth¬ 
ods of production. It has foro«d its 
way into the Orient, which seemed to 
be crystallised for all etsmity, but 
which is now bending over and top¬ 
pling Into the International vortex of 
capitalist society. In revolutionising 
the industriai life of the era that pre¬ 
ceded It, the capitalists did not even 
hold the best that was in the old, and 
In this respect 't differs from the Im¬ 
pending revolution of the working 
class 

The art of the renalssanoe was pos¬ 
sible only because art was expreseed 
without the taint of oommerclallsm 
and profit. Profit has become the 
pivot upon which the entire capitalist 
system rests—to buy and sell at a 
profit, to make on the sale, to buy la¬ 
borers as a commodity and sell tbelr 
products at a profit requires an ever- 
expanding market, tn which to sell 
the surplus product; a world market, 
at the cost of armies, navies and war 
with Us countless coat of life, blood, 
brutality, disease and angony. But 
within this system there is contained 
the seeds of its own destruction. In 
all nature the youngest holds both the 
elements of death and the elements of

Graham Taylor’s Queer 

Stwd. 

Orahsm 'Taylor, who founfisd ths 
Chlcsfo CommoDS, sad hss dsvotSd 80 
yssrs to ths vies problsm, gave some 
very Interesting testimony before the 
ren^orlsl \ios commission. After In¬ 
forming the commlttse tbst U was on 
the wrong track, and that ‘low wages 
were not a reason for Immorality, hs 
was ask«d by Lieutenant Governor 
O'Hara It It were not true that a part 
of the report of :he Chicago vice com- 
mtesloo. dealing wlth-the aose relation 
between low wages and vice, was 
omitted by virtue of the fact that 
Julius Rosenwold hod contributed lib¬ 
erally to the support of the vice com¬ 
mission. 

Professor 'Taylor replied that ho did 
not know. He thought thst vice was 
due largely to the failure of family 
Ufa and to unsupervlsed dance halls 
and amusement places. Low wages, he 
said, are a sinuous influence, hard to 
define. He thought the minimum 
wage, which he ASrored. was more of 
an economic q jest'on. and said his 
crltlclam of connecting vice with It was 
oot Chat vice an 1-the raliMmum wage 
needed no atte itlon. bill that he 
feared that by connecting them the 
real facts regardlne the two would be 
lost In ooDfusioa. 

According to Professor Taylor, an 
economic problem -la not related In 
any way to a moral one. It a girl de¬ 
pendent upon her own resources, ts 
capable of obtaining only $4.50 per 
week for her labor, when she needs $8 
tor even a meager existence, her wage 
Is not a factor to be considered when 
real reason to sought for her down¬ 
fall. It is due to temfty Ufs. 

Buppoes tt to due te fXmlly life. Her 
father works for $8 per weak In the 
stock yards. Her mother rakes lo 
washiaga 'They live In a pWee not fit 
to call a home. What chance ts there 
of a girl's being decently raised In such 
a place? How could she develop Into 
cultivated and refined young woman¬ 
hood? People who are prodded l«y 
hunger to work during the nost of 
their waking hours, and who nav» no 
Knowledge of fine pleasurea. Mfe al¬ 
most certain to have coarse tastes. 
What else can be expected? Of eouree 
they go to unnupervleed danco halla. 
and their children will go to them. 
Where else can they gn? 

When a man states that a moral 
problem le not related to an economic 
one. he ackauowlodges either hopeless 
ignorance or deliberate disregard of 
undeniable truthe. The vice trouble 
Is caused by the present system oi 
exploMatlcn of the workers. The girls 
are recruited from the families or 
working mqn. They are girls whose 
fathers can not support them, or who 
ran not obtain a living wage tn the la¬ 
bor market. The vice problem, with 
the larceny problem, will continue to 
worry the head.i of Professor Taylor 
and his Ilk until food, clothlog, and 
shelter can be produced for the need 
of all of the 1 'pie. instead of for the 
greed of a lln led number of individ¬ 
uals.—Workei • World.

Gaylord Wllahlre was once (falsely) 
known in America as the “MUIIonalre 
Socialist.'’

The doctrine that no one has a right to worship God excepting as he 
a metatoer of the Roman Catholic church, .until very recently 
was in foil flower in Spain. Liberalism, however, has made such head¬ 
way even in-Spain;-that the Roman church has been obliged to cor 
cede that Protestants and Jews may hold public worship, but they 
must enter their cltflrch edifices from rear doors and are forbidden 
to indicate their religious uses by any outward sign. In Peru, under 
clerical domination of the state, the constitution provides that no re¬ 
ligion excepting the Roman Catholic shall be tolerated. 

It is thus seen that the Militia of Christ has its work cut out for 
it. Thnre was a time when in all of Europe, save tha: part in which the 
Eastern or Greek church was established, no religion whatever was 
permitted excepting the Roman Catholic religion. But despite the 
rack and the thumb s^w and the stake, which were brought to its 
support, ita power over the state has been destroyed so that today 
there is no country in Europe, where it has been dominant, not even 
in Rome itself, in which the right of every man to worship God in his 
own way it denied. 

If there is anything that is essentially American, it is the institu¬ 
tion of religious freedom, which this "patriotic” society frankly an¬ 
nounces ita purpose to subvert. We can understand how the Rev^ 
Peter Dietz can engage in such an enterprise. He -is bound the 
very oath fit bb,^Bce tO seek to extirpate all other religions, but how 
John Mitchell, i^ter McArdle and other Irish-Catholic labor leaders 
who have subscribed to the constitution of the order of the Militia of 
Christ can look their fellow workers oT Protestant and non-CathoIic 
belief in the eye without feeling tl,;! shame of Judas, is a mystery 
which may be revealed when the workers that they are seeking to 
betray into the hands of their enemies, come to realize the full extent
